Shoulder to shoulder, American boys 


and Filipino boys are dying in Luzon. 
They are indeed brothers in blood, and 
so the whole Filipno people and the 
whole American people become blood 
brothers also. 


That blood has blotted out one of 


the most vicious theories of which 
the Nazi and Fascist mind stands 
guilty, and thc Pacific war shows 
once again their utter folly. 


For what do we have there? 
We 


have Hitler, the racial maniac, clasp- 
ing firmly the "yellow fist" he not so 
long ago professed to despise . And 
we have China .another "yellow race," 
as an anchor of resistance to oppres- 
sion. Wo have the "little brown men" 
of the Philippines on our side, and 
proud we are to call them brothers, 
for they have shown their love for 
freedom in the ultimate way—by figh- 
ting for it. 


The racial thebries 'of "Hitler' and 


Mussolini are proved false and rid- 
iculus by their own standards when 
they unite as partners with a race 
they have always called inferior. 
It 


is not the color of a man's skin but the 
color of his loyalties that counts. Thc 
self-proclaimed "pure Aryan" Nazis 
have bowed down to the false gods of 
tyranny and oppreasion, while races 
and peoples which have chosen to 
call unenlightened and inferior stand 
fighting for freedom. 


There are vicious, mean, and evil 


men and groups of men in all races. 
And so there are in all races men and 
groups of men capable of standing 
firm for decency and freedom. It is 
a supreme irony that the arrogant 
racial theories built up by thc Nazis 
should be so eloquently disproved by 
the Nazis themselves. 


Thousands of men are dying every 


day as war sweeps around thc world, 
and most of them are merely atoms 
in thc day's casualty figures. Yot in 
all this carmagnole of death, a single 
figure stood out the other day. 


It was that of a little Belgian child, 


one- of 456 sent to Switzerland to un- 
dergo recuperative treatment for mal- 
nutrition. This boy of 14 was too far 
gone. Starved literally to death by 
the Nazi occupation of his homeland 
this boy died before hispitalization 
could begin to set him on thc road to 
health. 
It is eloquent testimony to 


the fate of peoples whom Hitler has 
conquered. 


This, too, lies at the door of those 


who elected to set the world afire to 
satisfy their criminal ambition.

WASHINGTO-N-(/P)_A heavy ar- 


tillery battle along the entire front 
in thc Philippines was reported Mon- 
day by the War Department with 
ground activity increasing as fresh 
Japanese troops moved up, accom- 
panied by new attacks from the air 
on U. S. defenses.

tillery battle is in progress along thc 
entire front. Ground activity is in- 
creasing as fresh Japanese troops move 
into front line positions. Enemy air 
attacks were renewed on defense in- 
stallations and fortifications." 


General Mac-Arthur reports 
that 


Japanese troops occupying'Manila arc 
attempting to supress the use of radio 
receiving sets by civilians. This ap- 
parently is designed to prevent re- 
ception of broadcasts from thc United 
States and England, even though the 
action would prevent 
reception of 


Tokyo propaganda broadcasts. 


"There is nothing to report from 


other areas" the communique said.

I would not be frank with you if

must be defeated first. It is not Japan 
and it is not Italy. It is Hitler and 
Hitler's Nazis and Hitler's Germany 
that we must destroy.

Allied Planes

Japan's all-out gamble for a quick 


sweeping victory before the united 
nations can take the offensive car- 
ried troops dangerously closer to Sing- 
apore Monday and stirred up a "hor- 
nets nest" of resistance in the Neth- 
erlands East Indies 


Dutch fighters by land .and air 


struck at invasion footholds gained by 
the Japanese over the week-end and 
clamed that with allied aid they had 
showered two Japanese cruisers, a 
destroyer and two transports with 
bombs. 


For assistance the Dutch had U S 


warships and American and Australian 
planes. 


4 Planes Downed 
"Allied planes Sunday shot down 


tour Japanese planes over Minahassa 
while they further scored two hits 
on a Japanese cruiser and a near miss 
on a destroyer," the

Dutch Aaid Malaya Defenses 
The Dutch, surprisingly, found it 


possible also to help in the defense of 
Singapore.

were still more than 150 miles from 
Singapore on the western

Malaya and probably no closer on the 
eastern side, although there has been 
little exact work oa the location of 
the front.

Kuala Lumpur.

payments, is expected to rise to a new I 
record high of at least $13,000,000,000 
in 1942 .compared with an estimated 
?11,200,000,000 for 1941, an increase of 
about 16.1' per cent, trade analysts 
estimate 


The 1941 farm income was roughly 


the .equivalent .of ,1929, and compared 
with S9,12%000,000 in 1940! 


Government crop benefits in the 


past had as their goal the .bettering of 
agricultural prices 
to 
improve .the 


farmer's earnings,— make his pocket- 
book closer to the equivalent of the 
city worker. 


In 1942 benefit payments take on a 


new significance. Government money 
—higher parity loans—now are de- 
signed to encourage production so that 
we will have food hot only for our- 
selves in the war .crisis, but also some 
for Great Britain, China and Russia. 


.Higher prices brought by vast Gov- 


ernment purchases of eggs, butter, 
cheese, dried milk, canned vegetables 
and meats for the Army and Navy 
and for shipment to Britain, Agricul- 
tural Department officials say, are 
designed to increase the incentive of 
the farmer to produce more of these 
products.

a series released by the Hempstead 
civilian defense council explaining the 
organization's purposes: 


Its Purpose 
1'. To recruit men and women volun- 


teers for civilian defense and to rec- 
ommend them to local civilian defense 
programs an destablished community 
agencies who services need to be ex- 
panded. 


2. To strengthen morale through the 


satisfaction which will come to civil- 
ian volunteers—those with much leis- 
ure and those with little—by doing 
useful community work. 


Its Functions 
1. To discover and promote oppor- 


tunities for volunteers in the follow- 
ing types of local programs: 


Civilian protection programs. 
Federal and state programs in the 


fields of health, family security, rec- 
reation, social protection, child wel- 
fare, and education. 


Programs of established public com- 


munity agencies and those of private 
agencies accredited locally. 
| Other local programs such as in- 
i formation services to men in uniform 
and defense industry workers and 
their families; USD programs; con- 
sumer information; salvage programs; 
promotion of the sale of defense sav- 
ings bonds, etc. 


American unity programs such as 


intergroup good will; safe-guarding 
civil liberties; adult education; patri- 
otic rallies, exhibits, etc. 


Programs in liaison with war relief 


organizations. 


2. To serve as a clearing house for 


programs of training by— 


Findings out what training is need- 


ed, what is already being offered, and 
keeping up-to-date records of avail- 
able courses. 


2. Making arrangements for needed 


additional courses. 


3. To coordinate the recruiting and 


enrollment of all men and women 
volunteers without supplanting the re- 
cruiting already being done by such 
agencies as the Red Cross and city 
departments, merely asking them to 
clear with the Volunteer Office. Ar- 
rangements should be made to use 
all volunteers who have been trained 


j by responsible existing private wel- 
' fare and health agencies. 


4. To interview volunteers and re 


fer them to training or jobs suited to 
their individual capabilities. 


5. To maintain standards of volun- 


teer service in the various local pro- 
grams using volunteers. 


6. To report quarterly to the local 


Defense Council or to the United 
States Director of Civilian Defense 
when he requests such information, 
the number of volunteers placed in 
the various local programs or in 
raining courses and the number of 
lours of service rendered. 


The purpose of Volunteer Offices is 


the same regardless of the size and 
ype of community and the functions 
/ary only insofar as the present or 
absence of organized facilities neces- 
itates.

Some circles estimate de- 
fense housing may rise ever to $2,500,-

doubles and triples, massing more new 
factory workers in industrial areas. 


In the public works field, erecting 


of new post offices, federal build- 
ings, county court houses and mu- 
nicipal structures may be the lowest 
in modern history. Materials simply 
will not be permitted to flow into 
such structures. 


However, more industrial plant con- 


struction is expected than was antici 
pated a month or so ago. President 
Roosevelt, in his December 10 ad- 
dress to the nation, declared we must 
"rush additions to the capacity of 
production by building more new 
plants, by adding to old plants."

Twenty-Five Per 
Cent Reduction 
Seen for 1942 


NEW 
YORK— (fP)—Regimenting 
of 


copper, steel and other strategic ma- 
terials for armaments will bring a 
sharp contraction in new building 
construction in 1942, all trade signs 
indicate. 


Standard & Poor's statistical agency,

New Firm Is 
Good Business 


Head Turns 
Equipment Into 
War-Boom Business

NEW YORK—Blackout is the busi- 


ness of a firm that is hitting the jack- 
pot here in the wake of Uncle Sam's 
entry into war. 


People who thought is was a gag 


14 months ago when Melvin Wolff 
announced with u straight face that he 
had founded the Defense Blackout & 
Camouflage Co., now have to stand 
in line at his mid town office or wait 
their turn on the telephone to place 
their orders. 


Wolff just c.m't handle all of the 


business although he is expanding his 
facilities as fast as he can. 


As the name of his concern implies, 


Wolff deals in the business of mak- 
ing your home, office or industrial 
plant light-tight so enemy bombers 
won't be able to see signs of life on the 
ground below. 


Non-Reflecting Paint 
The trick is usually accomplished by 


one of two means. The more popular 
system is to make a wooden frame, 
that fits inside each window, and cover 
it with tightly woven black cloth. 


The frame, which fits snugly all 


around the window, can be lifted out 
during daytime hours to let the light 
in. 


The second system is to cover the 


outside of all window panes with a 
special type of paint which Wolff says 
is guaranteed to have such a dull 
finish that it will not glare or give a 
reflection in the moonlight. 


The same type paint, but in different 


colors, is used on the roofs of factories 
to make them blend in with surround- 
ing terrain and serve as a camouflage. 


He also uses a system of tacking or 


nailing black cloth to the walls all 
around windows and, while it is loss 
expensive, it is not so practicable if 
light is to be let in during *he day. 


Business at the Defense Blackout & 


Camouflage Co. coasted along rather 
slowly until the United Stjtos de- 
clared war and air-raid warnings be- 
gan to shrill on the Pacific and At- 
.lantic coasts. 


"Since then my phones have been 


running me bowlegged and people 
have almost been storming the place," 
declared Wolff, a middle-aged form- 
er bond trader whose only othir prev- 
ious business experience was import- 
ing and manufacturing costume jew- 
elry until things went "pfft" in 1932. 


He said he tired of the grind of bond 


trading and then the defense program 
came booming along. Wolff, who still 
has a soft spot in his heart for the 
old days when he manufactured jew- 
elry, decided he wanted to "produce 
something." 


The 
bombing 
of 
London 
and 


Europe's blackout problems appealed 
to him and he became interested in the 
problem. After rounding up all the 
nformation he 
could 
find, Wolff 


aunched his new business. He also 
sells portable pumps for putting out 
ncendiary bombs, hoes and pans for 
raking them up; asbestos gloves and 
miscellaneous odds and ends for cop- 
ng with danger from above. 


In addition, Wolff has figured out 


:rick lighting systems for illuminat- 
ng store display windows safely dur- 
ing blackouts. One is a flourscent 
'black light" whch llumnatcs dsplay- 
ed artcles after they have been coated 
with a special paint.
